Election/Restrictions 



Claims 2, 3, 12, 13, 31, and 32 have been withdrawn from further consideration 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no 
allowable generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) 
requirement in Paper No. 10. 

Applicant's election with traverse of Species C in Paper No. 10 is acknowledged. 
The traversal is on the ground(s) that at least one claim (e.g. claim 9) is generic to all 
species. This is not found persuasive because the species restriction is still valid 
regardless of whether the case contains generic claims. If certain claims are 
determined to be generic and allowable, then indeed applicant will be entitled to bring 
back any non-elected claims that the generic claim reads on. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 



Claim 19 is objected to because of the following informalities: it appears that 
applicant has transposed the language of daim 19. Claim 19 claims that the closed 
fluid chamber volume is greater than the open fluid chamber volume. This is contrary to 
other claims, such as claim 5, which are opposite. Applicant is requested to check the

as is well-known in the art.
